(AP*.—After more 
than eight years of planning and

Companies, Inc., of San Francisco, 
Successful bidder

contract for Hoover dam and power 
plant, will take approximately I OOO 
workers to Nevada's wastelands to 
build a iabroad to carry supplies to 
tile dam site in Black canyon.

The government already ha.- ad­ 
vertised for bids on the construc­ 
tion of living quarters for its en ­ 
gineers and

porary or permanent homes.

wilderness of sagebrush. 
A rum of 
$525 000 has been provided for lay­ 
out this model city and starting 
the construction of a highway to 
tile dam site.
